HE JUNE 1987 edition of our sister 

publication The Wrestler contains a 
story entitled, ‘“Wrestling Like It 
Oughta Be: The Flair-Windham War Is 
A Classic!”’ I agree with the headline— 
the feud is classic. These two formidable 
grapplers have been battling to one- 
hour draws all over the country. And 
90-minute time-limit matches are report- 
edly in the offing. 

It’s not inconceivable to me that 
Windham and Flair could battle to a 90- 
minute draw. 

Think about it: 90 minutes! That’s an 
hour and a half. Time enough to watch 
three episodes of The Cosby Show 
(which, as good as it is, might show how quickly 90 
minutes can pass), or of Pee Wee’s Playhouse (which, in 
my opinion, would vividly demonstrate how interminably 
long 90 minutes might be). 

Some entire wrestling cards don’t last too much longer 
than 90 minutes! 

I decided to speak with both Flair and Windham about 
the prospect of wrestling 90 minute matches. I wanted to 
know what goes through an athlete’s mind when he is 
faced with the distinct possibility of having to defend 
himself against a determined attacker for an hour and a 
half without rest. 
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Windham and Flair exert tremendous amounts of energy 


“There’s a lot more going on in a match than just 
trying to pin a man,” said Flair, who’s probably been in 
more one-hour draws than any other active wrestler. ““The 
first 15 minutes or so is a battle to establish pacing. You 
know, like a pair of marathon runners going one on one; 
whoever establishes the pace of the race is going to have 
an advantage. 

“*Though, if a game plan involves allowing one’s oppo- 
nent to set the pace,’’ Flair continues, “‘and then making 
a move when that opponent is at his weakest, there’s a 
disadvantage in setting the pace early on. In that event, it 
becomes a situation where you might want to second- 
guess your opponent. If you think he wants to draw you 
into doing one thing, try and do the other. But that 
becomes risky as well, and you’re faced with the prospect 
of a double-cross, and finding yourself with your shoul- 
ders on the canvas.”

Flair was in a surprisingly analytical 
mood when I spoke with him, and he 
welcomed the opportunity to discuss the 
extension of a 60-minute time-limit into 
a 90-minute war, particularly with 
Windham. 

‘Look, wrestling is a sport where all 
kinds of athletes can make it on many 
kinds of advantages,’ Flair said. ‘A Ni- 
kita Koloff or a Road Warrior makes it 
on pure power. A Tim Horner or even a 
Brad Armstrong looks to get by on pure 
wrestling ability. Me? Well. . .” 

Flair injects an egomaniacal chuckle 
into his monologue. 

‘Me, I’m the greatest wrestler who 
ever lived. I utilize strength, science, and stamina, all 
balanced into the perfect professional wrestling package, 
the greatest professional wrestler of the 20th century. In a 
90-minute bout, my stamina will prevail. I'll go two hours 
if necessary. Whatever it takes, I can do it, because I am 
the number one man in the sport, the NWA World 
heavyweight champion. The gold proves it, brother, and 
I’m not about to slack off when the going gets tough.” 

Windham, demonstrating that he is willing to match the 
stakes when the ante is upped, also has no qualms about 
a 90-minute match. 

“‘That’s just 30 more minutes in which to pin Flair’s 
shoulders,’’ Windham said. ‘‘Hey—I’ve been in matches 
where all I really needed was 30 seconds to get the win, 
how do you think I’ll do when 30 minutes is tacked on to 
the bout? 

*‘In a match that long, you’ve really got to know your 
own body,’? Windham continued. ‘‘When I know I’m 
going to be looking at a 60-minute or even a 90-minute 
bout a few days down the line, I alter my training habits 
just a bit. I make sure I spend a little more time on 
cardiovascular training, on stamina maintenance, and on 
breathing exercises. 

**You know, there’s a great example of a detail that a 
lot of wrestling fans might not even consider,’’ Windham 
explained, ‘‘and that’s breathing. Go out and jog around 
the block and see how you’re breathing when you come 
back. Now jog for a half hour. Or an hour. See, control- 
ling one’s own breathing, knowing how one’s body is 
going to react under a stressful situation, and knowing 
how to control those reactions, that’s all a part of wres- 
tling. That’s all what you might call the unsung training a 
wrestler has to endure. 

‘Not that I’m complaining,” Windham says with a 
laugh, ‘“‘but you asked me about a 90-minute bout with 
Flair, and that’s the deal here. Wrestling skills and ma- 
neuvers and enthusiasm—that’s all a given. We’ve made it 
to the top, and we’re at war for the gold. 

‘But when you stretch a battle out and give the com- 
batants a full 90 minutes to eliminate each other, it’s the 
subtle elements like breathing, stamina, and ability to 
listen to the signals that one’s own body is sending out 
that can make all the difference between victory and 
defeat. 

‘‘Bither way, win or lose’? Windham says, ‘‘a 90-min- 
ute match is a hell of a workout. I wouldn’t want to face 
those kinds of bouts too often. But for Flair’s gold...” 

Windham simply smiles. There’s no need to finish the 
sentence. We all know what he means.

to the 60-minute time limit. And now, 
as reported in the current issue of The 
Wrestler, a 90-minute time limit will 
be imposed on sore of their matches.

Bad News Allen lost his Southern 
title to Kevin Sullivan in Sarasota, 
Florida, but good news for Bad News 
fans: He still owns the Florida and Ba- 
hamas titles. Sullivan and Sir Oliver 
Humperdink have plans for Allen and 
newcomer Scott Hall. 

“Allen and*Hall will burn until their 
bodies have been reduced to mere 
ashes,’’ warned Sullivan. ‘Paul E. 
Dangerously and Tombstone have 
worked a diabolical plan to rid Florida 
of Scott Hall and | will personally do 
away with Allen. If it is not possible to 
do it on our own, then Sir Oliver will 
raise the bounty and we will be rid of 
these cretins forever.”

HE FACT THAT the Von Erichs 
are infinitely more interesting out- 
side the wrestling ring than in the ring 
should not be lost on any observer of 
the sport. And in light of recent 
events, perhaps the World Class area’s 
weekly television shows should have 
been broadcast from the courtroom. 
It would have made a great seven- 
part miniseries. 


Let’s begin by pointing out that 


Mike Von Erich, he of the famed first 
family of wrestling, was found inno- 
cent of misdemeanor assault charges in 
his trial down in Denton, Texas, in 
February. It should also be pointed out 
that the jury’s verdict was unanimous 
and took only a few hours to reach. 
According to the six-person jury, Mike 
acted in self-defense when he knocked 
out emergency room physician Tim 
Shepard at Lewisville Memorial 
Hospital. 

The following should also be of 
some comfort to the many fans out 
there who worship the Von Erichs, and 
the countless other wrestling fans who 
are merely concerned about the image 
of the sport: ‘They [the Von Erichs] 
were the nicest people I’ve ever met,” 
said Molly Fennell, a reporter who 
covered the trial for the Fort Worth 
Star-Telegram. “‘I expected to dislike 
them. I thought they’d put up this 
phony front, but from what I could 
tell, they were genuinely nice people.” 

Certainly, this comes as no surprise

career. Professional athletes must work hard to protect their images. 


to the majority of wrestling fans, be- 
cause the Von Erichs have always been 
known as nice people. Not a rule- 
breaker among them. The Von Erichs 
are loved because they’ve never done 
anything to besmirch the honor of the 
Lone Star State. 

During the course of this trial, how- 
ever, the Von Erichs’ squeaky-clean 
reputation was surely at stake. Mike 
Von Erich was in danger of being 
grouped in that segment of society 
called criminals. He faced a maximum 
penalty of a $2,000 fine and a year in 
prison and, although the chances that 
he would have been put in jail were 
slim, Mike’s image would have been 
irreversibly damaged. Brian Adias 
merely attacked another wrestler. Mike 
attacked a doctor. 

The entire spectacle of Mike Von 
Erich on trial drew standing-room-only 
crowds to Denton County Court 2, 
proving beyond any doubt that the 


World Class area can still pack ’em in 
when the attraction is right. Naturally, 
the Von Erich family hoped that the 
trial would come and go with little out- 
side attention. But all three Dallas-Fort 
Worth area newspapers covered the tri- 
al on a daily basis and a few television 
stations provided spot coverage. ‘‘We 
really didn’t want to make a big deal 
of this,’ Doris Von Erich, Mike’s 
mother, told the Star-Telegram. ‘‘This 
has been just devastating to us.” 

As is turned out, the Von Erichs 
scored a resounding victory. In fact, in 
the final analysis, it would appear that 
the Von Erich image came out the. big 
winner in the whole affair. 

It all started back in May 1985, just 
after Mike had dislocated his shoulder. 
That injury eventually led to surgery, 
which led to Mike’s heroic and nearly 
fatal battle with toxic shock syndrome. 
That May, however, Mike was making

one champion. Simple, except I don’t think anybody 
counted on Chris Adams and Terry Taylor winning 
the belts, especially since they weren’t even entered 
together. Now, I’ve seen thousands of matches, but 
I haven’t seen every match, so I don’t know if this 
has ever happened before. Adams was entered with 
Iceman Parsons, Taylor with young Sam Houston, 
and somewhere along the way, things got totally out 
of hand. Actually, I thought the outcome was 
strangely just, if only because the Adams-Taylor 
team is much better than the Adams-Parsons or 
Taylor-Houston teams. The UWF won out in the 
end because two of its best wrestlers took the belts. 
The story is made even better when you figure that 
Adams just recently got out of the slammer. The 
man was in great shape, perhaps the best of his life, 
so I guess prison life had its positive effects on 
Adams. As for Taylor, maybe things are finally 
starting to go right for him after a couple of abso- 
lutely dreadful months. Let me say this: Adams and 
Taylor make good copy. 


NEW YORK, NY: Hacksaw Duggan in 
McMahonland. Somehow, the pairing of Duggan 
and the WWF just doesn’t fit. Here’s a man who 
represents everything the WWF doesn’t. Hacksaw is 
a no-nonsense guy who means business in the ring. 
The man is rough, a real brawler, and what he lacks 
inicharisma he makes up for in honesty and a simple 
down-home attitude. He’s a tough guy and he was 
right at home in the UWF, the world’s toughest 
federation. He was the UWF. They’ll miss him 
sorely. Unfortunately, the way things are these days, 
stagnation leads to failure. Stay in one place for too 
long and you’ll get nowhere. There are some excep- 
tions—the Flairs, Hogans, Rhodes—but for the 
most part, you have to keep moving. But why did 
Duggan pick the WWE? Well, there are a number 
of reasons. Certainly the money had plenty to do 


with it, and don’t forget that Duggan was brought 
up in Glens Falls, New York, right in the heart of 
McMahon territory. So Hacksaw went home, but 
now he’s found himself in a circus federation in 
which nonsense is the norm. Duggan is a wrestler 
and the WWE is an aberration of the sport. Maybe 
they’ll give him an animal or let him do some ridicu- 
lous television segment. But there’s nobody like him 
in the WWF—nobody—and he simply won’t be able 
to blend in the way Savage and Roberts and Hogan 
did. Hacksaw Duggan doesn’t blend in. He’s his 
own man and he’s in the wrong place. Home isn’t 
Glens Falls anymore, Hacksaw. Home is the UWF.

CAN SCOTT HALL TAME 


FLORIDA'S BEASTIE BOYS? 


HE IMAGE ISN’T too hard to 

picture. Consider a dingy, grimy 
bar. A single naked 40-watt bulb pro- 
vides the dim lighting under which a 
dingy, grimy bartender dispenses dingy, 
grimy drinks. 

Huddled together near the jukebox 
are an even dozen men, loud and rau- 
cous: Sir Oliver Humperdink, Kevin 
Sullivan, The Cuban Assassin, Jerry 
Grey, Ed Gantner, Kareem Muham- 
mad, Bruiser Brody, Sean Royal, Chris 
Champion, Abdullah the Butcher, a 
. hefty gent going by the name of simply 
Tombstone, and a young manager 
named Paul E. Dangerously. They’re 
all just one drink shy of becoming 
complete idiots. 

One of 1987's most popular rock 
anthems is blasting out of the jukebox, 
* and the 12 grapplers sway to and fro 
with the beat, singing along with The 
Beastie Boys on the rowdy chorus: 

“YOU'VE GOT TO FIGHT! FOR 
YOUR RIGHT! TO PARTY!”

Scott Hall laughed at the image. 
*‘That’s pretty good,” he said. ““You 
know, I can almost picture it! That’s 
exactly the kind of guys they are, 
right? It’s not surprising. Yeah, they’re 
a bunch, all right. A bunch of beastie 
boys singing along to The Beastie 
Boys. Hahaha!” 


Scott Hall has become an instant hit in 
Florida, where he has the unenviable task 
of replacing Barry Windham and Lex 
Luger. 


The battle lines are being drawn in Florida. Everyone is 
choosing sides. Scott Hall knows which side he’s on, but as he 
looks across the dividing line he has to be wondering: Am I in

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The fight against Florida’s Beastie Boys will 
be a tough one, but Hall is ready for the 
challenge. He slams The Cuban Assassin

man who fights more for principle than for 
glory. 

The image may be funny, but the 
reality of these 12 men forming a 
union in the Sunshine State is deeply 
sobering. Particularly to Hall, a rela- 
tive newcomer on the Florida scene, 
who finds himself facing a formidable 
wall of opposition. 

“Wrestling is a sport that operates 
on two levels,’’ said the muscular 6’8’’, 
290-pounder, ‘‘competition for the 
sake of competition, and competition 
for the sake of trying to prove a philo- 
sophical point. Now, I’m not really 
saying anything that anybody doesn’t 
know already, but sometimes you’ve 
got to state the obvious. 

“T love wrestling for the competi- 
tion,” Hall continued, “but there’s a 
part of me that has to wrestle because 
there are principles involved. I. mean, 
that’s a side of me I can’t deny, and 
‘it’s part of the reason . . . well, maybe 
it’s the whole reason why I got so 
involved with that feud with Col. 
DeBeers last year. 

“Man, that feud wiped me out, but 


I kept digging down deeper and deeper’ 


and finding more ways to get at 
DeBeers. He’s a perfect example of 
why a man has to wrestle for principle. 
DeBeers may not be the greatest pure 
wrestler in the world, but he’s a tough 
man. And in wrestling, a tough man is 
in a position to have his voice heard. 
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And DeBeers—well, his is a voice that 
should be silenced for all ‘time.’ 

Hall gets intensely emotional when 
he talks about DeBeers, as if he still 
has not left the AWA, despite the fact 
that he’s over 1,500 miles away from 
the man. It takes a few moments of 


silence for Hall to shake off his vivid 
memories of the DeBeers feud, and he 
is again ready to talk about his current 
situation. 

“T may not have been in Florida for 
very long,’’ Hall is willing to concede, 
“but I can sense that something serious

is about to happen. Things are differ- 
ent now than from when I first ar- 
rived. There’s a polarization going on. 
Battle lines are being drawn, and any- 
one caught in the middle is going to be 
destroyed. 

“We all knéw about Kevin and Sir 
Oliver Humperdink, but there’s a lot 
of new blood in Florida, a lot of 
young guys who are impressionable. 
That’s a major danger.” 

Hall is a young guy himself, but he 
understands that people like Sean Roy- 
al and Ed Gantner and Chris Champi- 
on and Paul E. Dangerously and 
Tombstone are in the kind of position 
where they’re liable to do anything to 
command attention, glory, and a 
championship belt—if not respect. 

“There are a bunch of young turks 
here willing to take shortcuts to win,” 
Hall said. ‘‘They’re impressionable to 
the kinds of things Humperdink and 
Sullivan might suggest. And that’s not 
right, particularly when you consider 
the way the kids here might look at 
such kinds of actions. 

“That gets us back to wrestling for 
principle,’ Hall continued. ‘I’ve made 
it perfectly clear here what my views 
are, and I’m not going to put up with 
the likes of Sullivan and Humperdink 
and the rest of the boys in Florida.” 

Yes, the lines gre being drawn in 
Florida, and strong rhetoric like Hall’s 
acts as additional fuel for the eventual 
conflagration to come. The rulebreak- 
ers look at Hall, they see his power 
and potential, and they fear him. They 
believe, perhaps rightly so (from their 
own point of view), that Hall must be 
stopped—or eliminated—before his in- 
fluence in the Sunshine State becomes 
too strong for their taste. 

And Hall—well, Hall is going to 
have to come up against the beastie 
boys of the Florida wrestling scene, 
one by one, perhaps in pairs, or per- 
haps outnumbered in sneak-attacks.

T'S MIDNIGHT IN Atlanta and 

Nikita Koloff walks the streets 
alone. The match he fought earlier 
that evening has been forgotten, 
and it’s too early to think about the 
next night’s battle. Koloff is experi- 
encing that peaceful moment of 
the day when he doesn’t have to 
think about wrestling. 

He passes by a couple of run- 
down bars and out of one walks a 
young man wearing a bright yellow 
and red ‘‘Nikita’’ T-shirt. But this 
wrestling fan doesn’t recognize 
Nikita, dressed in civilian clothes 
and dark glasses. He continues 
walking and Nikita stops to pause. 
In the Soviet Union, Nikita could 
not go anywhere without being rec- 
ognized. There, he was a national 
hero. Here, he is a professional ath- 
lete in a country where celebrities 
are commonplace. 

“| was great hero in Soviet 
Union,”’ Nikita said just days after 
Joining forces with Dusty Rhodes. 
“When | walked in streets, people 
would stop and say, ‘There goes 
great wrestler Nikita Koloff. He is 
greatest athlete in the world.’ Even 
when | wanted privacy, my govern- 
ment would not let me be alone 
because they wanted to parade me 
as symbol of Russian superiority.’ 

The seemingly harmless encoun- 
ter with the wrestling fan has done 
its- damage. Now, the words and 
pictures of the past months start 
cascading wildly through Nikita’s 
mind. 

“I am the same man | always 
was,’’ Nikita once said. ‘‘| have not 
changed. It is my Uncle who has 
changed, and my government. They 
just don’t understand. ’’ 

The deserted streets of Atlanta 
no longer provide the solace that 
Nikita yearns for.

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Roddy Piper's Retirement: 


HOW LONG WILL 
IT LAST?

[Editor's note: Dr. Sidney M. Ba- 
sil, one of the most respected clini- 
cal psychologists in North America, 
has become an expert of sorts on 
the subject of wrestling star Roddy 
Piper. In the September 1985 issue 
of Inside Wrestling, Dr. Basil was 


commissioned to examine the then- 


hated Piper. In the December 1986 
‘issue of The Wrestler, Dr. Basil 
was flown in from Berkeley, Cali- 
fornia, for his opinion when it be- 
came apparent that Piper had 
turned into a fan favorite. Now that 
Piper's career has apparently taken 
its final turn and he has announced 
his retirement from the sport, the 
editors of Inside Wrestling have 
asked Basil for his expert analysis 
once again. Why did he do it? Is it 
permanent? And if not, how long 
will it last? As always, Dr. Basil's 
comments are insightful, intelligent, 
and timely.] 


HAVE DEDICATED my life to 
studying the human mind and 
rarely have I encountered an. indi- 
vidual such as Roddy Piper. It is 
most unfortunate that | have never 
had the opportunity to examine 
him on a personal basis for I be- 
lieve that he would make a most 
unusual case study. From what | 
can gather on a purely observation- 
al basis, Mr. Piper is thoroughly un- 
predictable and can act in any way 
at any time. 

My colleague, Dr. James R. 
Bradfish, and I recently completed 
the study of a 28-year-old man 
from San Francisco whose behavior 
was alarmingly inconsistent. He was 
unable to hold down a job for more 
than three months at a time be- 
cause his behavior and the way he 
interacted with people changed 
‘from day to day. We eventually hy- 
pothesized that his behavior was 
connected to his desire to be popu- 
lar. Unfortunately, his actual per- 
sonality was that of a bitter, jealous 
person. He was most unpopular, no 
matter what he did.

MORE PEOPLE THAN ME?’ 


HINK OF BRUISER BRODY, 
and several adjectives come to 
mind. Nasty, ornery, mean, tough. In 
other words, it’s hard to say anything 
about the guy without sounding like 
you're insulting him. But in a perverse 
sort of way, Brody has won the respect 
of wrestling fans for his willingness to 
stand up to any man who stands in his 
way, be it fan favorite or rulebreaker. 
Texas fans, in particular, are grate- 
ful to Brody for engaging in a feud 
with Abdullah the Butcher, one of the 
most hated creatures in the sport. Over 
the past year, Butcher and Brody have 
spilled gallons of blood in their war. 
But it looked like that feud had ended 
when Brody lost a_ loser-leave-town 
match to Abdullah last Christmas. 

A while later, a masked wrestler 
named Red River Jack debuted in the 
World Class area. Almost immediately, 
Gary Hart, Abdullah’s manager, 
claimed that Red River Jack was actu- 
ally Brody wearing a mask. As expect- 
ed, Brody has denied this, but Hart is 
relentlessly carrying his protest to 
World Class officials. 

In an effort to get Brody’s version 
of recent events, Assistant Editor Andy 
Rodriguez flew out to the World Class 
offices in Dallas, Texas. Now working 
periodically as a broadcaster, Brody 
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was alternately polite and mannered, 
then coarse and rude.

TERRY TAYLOR ARE THEIR 
OWN WORST ENEMIES! 


HRIS ADAMS AND Terry Tay- 

lor were doomed from day one. 
They never wanted to team with one 
another. Although the two wrestlers 
got along well, Adams had picked his 
partner—Iceman Parsons—and Taylor 
had picked his partner—Sam Houston. 
That’s the way it was going to be. 

But the strange series of events that 
took place on February 7 at the 
Cowtown Arena in Fort Worth, Texas, 
could never have been anticipated and 
the tournament for the UWF tag team 
championship turned into a_ bizarre 
spectacle, bizarre even for a federation 
in which strange happenings are the 
modus operandi, 

How in the world could Adams and 
Taylor have won the tournament when 
they weren’t even entered together in 
the first place? When they didn’t even 
want to team together? When, from 
latest reports, Taylor had to be coaxed 
from the dressing room when it was 
announced that he was chosen as Ad- 
ams’ replacement partner? When 
Adams chose Taylor only because the 
man he wanted as a replacement part- 
ner had been beaten: up? 

By now, the story has become com- 
mon knowledge in the wrestling world. 


Terry Taylor and Chris Adams were over- 
joyed after they won the UWF tag team 
belts. Their partnership is a tenuous one 
that may snap at any time. 


The circumstances that led to the teaming of Chris Adams and Terry 
Taylor were bizarre, to say the least. And if the two men don’t reconcile 
their differences soon, the UWF tag team belts will soon be gone 
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In the semifinal round of the tourna- 
ment, Parsons and Adams took on 
Ted. DiBiase and Steve Williams. The 
match was clean and uneventful until 
Gen. Skandor Akbar and his men 
climbed up on the ring apron and at- 
tacked DiBiase. Williams and Adams 
went out to help DiBiase, but Parsons 
remained in the ring. Finally, the refer- 
ee counted out DiBiase and Williams 
so the victory was awarded to Adams 
and Parsons. 

Adams, however, felt that this 
wasn’t sportsmanlike and offered to let 
DiBiase and Williams come back to 
finish the match. Parsons thought that 
this was ridiculous and would have no 
Photos by Buddy Myers 


part of it. When Adams and Parsons 
decided that they no longer wanted to 
team with one another, a coin was 
tossed to see who would go on. Adams 
won the toss and was told to choose a 
new partner. 

Sting and Steiner’ defeated Taylor 
and Houston in the next match and 
were scheduled to wrestle Adams and 
Parsons in the finals. With Parsons 
out of the tournament, Adams chose 
Savannah Jack as his new partner. But 
Parsons came into the ring and told 
Jack not to wrestle. A brawl ensued in 
which Savannah Jack injured his right 
shoulder. Now Adams had to choose 
another partner. He chose Taylor.

This part of the story ends with 
Taylor and Adams defeating Sting and 
Steiner for the UWF tag team belts. 

The next part of the story starts with 
an exercise in common sense. Taylor, a 
fine athlete who has never asked for a 
free ride, could only get minor pleasure 
out of winning. the belts with Adams. 
Taylor had chosen Houston as_ his 
partner and lost. The situation is akin 
to a baseball player who has spent the

entire season on a last place team. Fi- 
nally, on the last day of the season, 
he’s traded to the team that eventually 
wins the World Series. Good fortune, 
certainly, but there’s very little profes- 
sional pride involved. 

The situation is compounded by the 
fact that Taylor was still bitter over the 
departure of Hacksaw Duggan. Taylor 
and Duggan were the UWF tag 
champs. before Hacksaw lost a loser- 
leave-town match to One Man Gang. 
Suddenly, Duggan was headed for the 
WWE and Taylor found himself with- 
out a partner and without a title. Tay- 
lor’s bitterness was hardly alleviated by 
Adams’ gift. 

Adams also had some things on this 
mind. He was thrown for a loop by 
what was going on and, if given a 
viable alternative, probably would have 
never picked Taylor as his partner. “In 
my mind, the perfect tag team com- 


bines two wrestlers whose strengths 
and weaknesses are opposite,” Adams 
once said. “Putting together two men 
with similar styles defeats the 
“purpose.” 

There probably aren’t two men in 
the UWF more similar than Adams 


and Taylor. 

The other problem was that Adams 
privately disliked Taylor. ‘‘Things get 
around pretty quickly and when Chris 
was in jail, he heard that Terry’s ego 
was getting out of hand,” said one 
wrestler. ‘‘Now, Chris has been 
through the mill over the past few 
years and if there’s one thing he hates, 
it’s an ego. Chris has become a no- 
nonsense guy.” 

And there are other problems. The 
two men simply don’t trust each other. 
While Adams was in prison serving a 
three-month sentence for interfering 
with a flight crew, Taylor was known 
to have some disparaging words for 
Adams. ‘He said once that he would 
never team with Adams because Ad- 
ams had broken the law,”’ said another

Capt. Redneck, Dusty Rhodes 
and Dick Murdoch. They’ve had their 
arguments over the years, but over the 
long haul they’ve managed, for the 
most part, to stay together. As a team 
they were known as The Outlaws, two 
of the staunchest pro-American wres- 
tlers on the face of the earth. 

Except that now they’re having an- 
other falling out, and their pro-Ameri- 
can views are being closely scrutinized 
by one another. 

After Magnum T.A.’s near-fatal 
automobile accident, Nikita Koloff 
risked the wrath of his Uncle Ivan and 
his country by joining forces with 
Rhodes and dedicating his career to his 
former rival Magnum.

Most important, though, his 
confidence was up 100 percent. 
His only concern upon leaving 
prison was how much public reac- 
tion would affect his psyche. He 
had entered the UWF as a fan 
favorite and had vowed to stay 
that way for the rest of his career. 
But he realized now that he was 
going to take some heat from cer- 
tain fans. “Actually,” he says, 
“it's been much better than | sus- 
pected. | made a mistake and | 
paid my debt. Most of the fans 
are willing to accept that; the oth- 
ers | could do without.” 

At the time of his trial last Sep- 
tember, many people felt that Ad- 
ams would receive a suspended 
sentence or get off with a fine and 
community service. But U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge Eldon B. Mahon end- 
ed that speculation when he told 
Adams, “You have to be pun- 
ished. The world has to know that 
Chris Adams, a star, is not above 
the law.” 

“Looking back,’’ Adams admits, 


“it probably would have been 
worse if | had gotten off. It’s im- 
portant that people know that if 
you do wrong, you’re going to be 
punished. And that same _ stan- 
dard applies to everyone, athletes 
included.” 


For sure, we don’t have to wor- 
ry about Adams being a repeat 
offender. He has sworn off drink- 
ing (he considered swearing off 
flying!) and he has his priorities in 
order. He has reconciled with ev- 
eryone he hurt during his foray 
into rulebreaking and he is no 
longer bitter about the incidents of 
a year ago. He disregards specu- 
lation that he and Terry Taylor are 
not getting along and could lose 
their tag team title at any time, 
because at this point it doesn’t 
really matter. With or without a 
title, he is headed in the right di- 
rection. Having his life taken out 
of his control—by a greedy man- 
ager, blindness, and _incarcera- 
tion—makes one realize how im- 
portant that control is and how 
much one appreciates it when 
one has it. Chris Adams is a 
stronger man today than he ever 
was. O

He is of great strength and abili 
Nikita Koloff is considered by man 
to be the finest wrestler in the 
world. He cannot be satisfied mere 
ly by the accomplishments of he 
and Rhodes as a tag team. He has 
a goal—to be NWA _ Worl 
champion. 

The Four Horsemen, howeve 
are making things difficult fo 
Nikita. Wrestling Ric Flair one o 
one is a serious test. But Nikité 
rarely gets to wrestle Flair one o 
one. It’s usually a _ four-on-one 
match, or more specifically, Fou 
Horsemen-on-one. J.J. Dillon, Tull 
Blanchard, and the Andersons a 
ways provide an added obstacle, al 
overwhelming obstacle. 

“They do not play by the rules,’ 
says Nikita. ‘Ric Flair calls himsel 
World champion, but he does no 
have the guts to wrestle me withou 
having his friends around. If he is 
real man, he will tell his friends to

stay out of his business. Then | will 
show him how much better wrestler 
Nikita is.”’ 

Recently, Nikita has been pre- 
sented with a new problem: a man 
by the name of Lex Luger. The for- 
mer Southern champion was 
named an associate of The Four 
Horsemen and has astounded fans 
and wrestlers with his incredible 
body and awesome wrestling ability. 
There are few men in wrestling with 
the physique and power of Nikita 
Koloff, but Luger measures up in 
every category. 

Thus far, Luger has not been 
matched against a top wrestler in 
the. World Championship area. He 
has feasted on preliminary wrestlers 
while he waits to see where The 
Four Horsemen will take him. But 
it really doesn’t take much to real- 
ize that Luger is an outstanding 
athlete. These mismatches are en- 
tirely useless. 

Remember, though, that The 
Four Horsemen do- everything by 
design. They talk admiringly about 
Luger but in the long run will find 
a way to use him for their own 
purposes. Currently, there are only 
two serious threats to Flair’s cham- 


pionship reign—Barry Windham 
and Nikita Koloff. To get at the 
belts, both men will have to get 
past Lex Luger. 

“Windham and the Ruskie are 
dealing with an immovable force,’’ 
says J.J. Dillon. .‘‘The Four Horse- 
men are a team, and Ric Flair is 
part of the team. The World cham- 
pionship belongs to all of us. Lex 
Luger is now an associate of that 
team. He is now not only wrestling 
for himself, but for The Four Horse- 
men. Any attempt to get what The 
Four Horsemen rightfully own must 
go through Mr. Luger.”’ 

In other words, it’s only a matter 
of time before Luger is sent after 
Koloff and Windham. The Four 
Horsemen wait for nobody. And if 
Koloff is to stave off this threat, 
he’ll have to go after Luger on his 
own. 

“| will destroy The Four Horse- 
men and send Luger back where 
he came from,’’ says Koloff. ‘‘Then 
| will expose Flair for the man he 
really is. He cannot defeat Nikita 
Koloff on his own. | am still a Rus- 
sian and | have been taught to be 
determined. | will accomplish my 
goals.”’ O

I have said before that Mr. Piper 
is basically a paranoid personality. 
This is a product of his insecurity— 
his desire to be popular is out- 
weighed by an uncontrollable feel- 
ing that everybody is out to get 
him. That is why he acts the way 
he does. That is the reason why he 
is now so popular with the fans but 
scarcely acknowledges their cheers. 

He has now reached: the point 
where he has swung back and forth 
between being loved and hated by 
the wrestling fans several times. In 
neither capacity has he found hap- 
piness. When he was a _ so-called 
rulebreaker, he was vilified by the 
wrestling public and was capable of 
acting in a very dangerous manner. 
As a fan favorite, he found that he 
could not control himself to act like 
other fan favorites—for example, 
the incident in which he destroyed 
“The Flower Shop” set—and, al- 
though the fans were behind him, 
he was unable to draw much inter- 
est in his matches against rule- 
breakers. That was because, down 
deep, the fans still couldn't think of 
Mr. Piper as a positive personality. 


Now, we come to the matter of 
Mr. Piper’s retirement. | was ver} 
intrigued by his comments on The 
Late Show with Joan Rivers. His 
desire to become popular is most 
disturbing. Having given up 0 
gaining popularity in the ring, he is 
now ready to concentrate on moy- 
ies and television, a field which is, 
for the most part, foreign to him

The reaction to 
Mr. Piper's performances will all- 
ways be delayed. I’m not sure he 
can handle that.

tors and actresses in a production? 

I am sad to say that Mr. Piper is 
headed for disaster. As I have said, 
he is a bomb waiting to explode. 
The slightest thing can set him off. 
Much is tolerated in professional 
wrestling. The same cannot be said 
for Hollywood, in which radical be- 
havior is not brushed aside. 

Very shortly, Mr. Piper will dis- 
cover that he can only quench his 
desires and needs in the wrestling 
ring. He might find out that there is 
not a very great demand for his 
services in Hollywood. He might 
find out that he can’t deal with peo- 
ple in the real world. Mr. Piper’s 
retirement from wrestling will be 
short-lived. 

I have discussed this matter with 
my colleagues and many _individ- 
uals familiar with the Hollywood 
scene. We have, for the most part, 
agreed that Piper is.a very charis- 
matic individual with tremendous 
determination. This will work to his 
advantage. But, in laymen’s terms, 
he is like a fish out of water when 
not involved in wrestling. It is his 
life, that’s the only place where he 
can survive. Despite his apparent 
change from rulebreaker to fan fa- 
vorite, he has never come to grips 
with his personality problems. 

I predict disaster. | sorely hope 
that I am wrong. i)

“Look at them in 
the ring, They’re so uncomfortable to- 
gether, yet they’re two of the best 
wrestlers around, I think it’s only a 
matter of time before things blow up.” 

Adams and Taylor refuse to discuss 
the situation and have managed to 
keep a happy front.

But 
behind the scenes, fellow wrestlers 
know that Adams and Taylor have no 
great love for one another.
